George Bernard Shaw, in his epic 
fantasy "Baclt lo Methusaleh", 
erected a statue to Falstalf, as the 
fireatest coward of all time — be- 
cause it is the cowards who live. A 
typically impractical' Shavian phil- 
osophy, on the surface; but a 
shrewd and mordant commentary 
on the entire course of human his- 
tory. For the valiant still die, trad- 
ing moments of filory for Ilfetimf s 
of peace. Not their own lifetimes,' 
but the lifetimes of others. The 
lifetimes of cowards — for the 
cowards still live. 

This is thC' classic parado.'c of hu- 
man ethics— that the great good 
fight for social justice has had no 
recompense for those who have 
made the greatest sacrifice. It is a 
paradox which has many morals, 
all of them remembered when the 
peace is made, and all of them for- 
gotten by. the time that war re- 
turns. Shaw's moral— that it is 
more practical to be a coward— is 
itself a useless paradox. Indeed, all 
the morals have the same ultimate 
futility, e::cept° one: that war is 
illogical. 

Of course v.ar is illogical. Every- 
one Ivnows it! Everyone believes it. 
Yet wars exist, and continue to ex- 
ist, and continue to threaten the 
flimsy security of civilization. And 
why? Because each time war re- 
turns, the voice of pacifism— his- 
toi7's eternal wallflower— is drown- 
ed out in the drum-beats and the 
trumpet-calls summoning mankind 
to hcrobm, to' a': personal sacrifice 
beyond repayment, to a prstective 
but utterly Unproductive split-sec- 
ond of transient glory. Because 
each time Death, lying deed, has re- 
ceived réincarnation. 

Of course no mortal firatilude can 
ever repay what Lincoln called the 
last full measure of devotion. Lis- 
ten to Dr. Karlo' Vallvonen, Nobel 
prize-winning psychiatrist of Rob- 
ert E. Sherwood's great play ' There 
.Shall Be No Night": "Tliosc who 
give their lives are also giving to 
mankind a symbol— a little symbol, 
to be sure, but a clear one— of 
man's unconquerable aspirations to 
dignity and freedom and -purity in 
the sight of God." 

Yes, and listen to him again: "I 
have often read the words which 
Pericles spoke over the bodies of 
the dead. In' the dark hour u'hcn 
the light of Athenian democracy 
was being extinguished by (he 
Spartans. He told the mourning

Nigeria Ready 
For Freedom, 
Asserts Ojike

"Nigeria Is a country with a great 
future once it can attain its free- 
dom," staled Mr. Mbonu OJike to 
the Peoples Forum, yesterday, in 
his address "Africa Speaks", He 
painted a picture of a people who 
hoped for freedom in order that 
they might assert themselves as 
nation. 

"The African peoples," he said, 
"are capable of looking after them- 
selves and should be allowed to 
do so. Long before the white man 
came, wc had a kingdom with 
proud history. We had too our own 
religion, our own concepts of free' 
dom." . ... - 

Mr. Mbonu OJIkc'was born In' a 
Nigerian village about thirty years 
ego. His father was Amana, or 
local chieftain. Disregarding all 
obstacles which tradition and 
parental authority had placed in 
his way, . Mbonu entered mission 
school. He taught High School in 
Nigeria and followed correspondence 
courses from Oxford. Eventually 
he travelled to America and earn- 
ed a Bachelor of Science degree, 
and later he received his masters 
degree from the University of 
Chicago. 

Nigerian mass education Is one 
of the great ambitions of his coun- 
try. At the. present time 80 per 
cen'. of the schools are supported 
by religious groups, 10 per cent, 
are organized by the local Nigerian 
government, five per cent, arc pri-

Douglas C. Abbott, Minister of 
National Defence, yesterday ad- 
dressed an open meeting of the 

McGill Liberal Club in the Union 
Ballroom. He spoke on "Future 
Canadian Military Plans," and de- 
voted a large part of his address 
to discussing the technical research 
development that Is needed to build 
and' maintain a' modern striking 
force. Operation Muskox was men- 
tioned as an example of a research 
project for defence purposes, hav- 
ing many applications in civil 
fields. Mr. Abbott then outlined the 
government's plans for the setting 
up of the permanent armed forces, 
particularly the Army, but stated 
that many of the details were still 
being worked out. 

■ OPERATION MUSKOX 
Mr. Abbott, speaking on this 
operation, said that it was the 
fourth in a scries of northern man- 
oeuvres, the others being called 
Polar Bear, Eskimo, and Lemming. 
These operations were started to 
train men and develop equipment 
for the projected Invasion of Nor- 
way. One of the most important 
pieces of equipment developed was 
a special snowmobile, based on the 
U.S. Weasel. Fifteen' of these snow- 
mobiles, with reduced armour, will 
carry the persoiinel of Operation 
Muskox. 

Stressing the civilian aspects of 

this expedition. Mr. Abbott men- 
tioned the establishment of a wea- 
ther station at Bakerlakc. He also 
pointed out that far from being 
on the outer fringes of Canada, 
this operation will be carried on in 



territories almost in the geographi- 
cal center of the country. This area 

Is virtually untravcllcd and un- 
mapped, and members of the Geo- 
detic Survey will accompany (he 
expedition. 

POST WAR DEFENCE FORCE 

"Soldiers, Sailors, and Airmen of 
the permanent defence forces 
should be regarded by the public 
as civil servants doing an important 
job " said Mr. Abbott., outlining the 
Post WarJJcfence set up. The new 
permanent army or "Active Force" 
will consist of 23,000. men with up' 
to-date equipment and a new scale 
of pay. Mr. Abbott said that those 
who went into it would find the 
life far more interesting than that 
of the old permanent force be 
cause of the larger size of the néw 
force and the large amount of re 
search and development work that 
would be going on all tHe time, 
This was considered of such impor^ 
tance that a Department of Re- 
search sind Development had been 
set up, headed by a civilian, which 
would be directly under the Min 
Isler Of National Defence and on 
an equal footing with the General 
Staff. 

Mr. Abbott answered questions 
dealing with services policy for al 
most italf an hour after his speech. 
He was introduced by Marcel Joyal 
and thanked by Rosalie Ballan' 
tyne.

UBC Inaugurates 
Provincial Drive 
To Finance Gym 

Students And Alumni 
Plan War Memorial 
Costing $500,000 

Vancouver, FebrOary 4.— (CUP) 
—A province-wide project to fin- 
ance a five hundred thousand dol- 
lar War Memorial Gymnasium for 
the University of British Columbia 
was launched on Saturday by the 
students and the Alumni Com- 
mittee of the University. 

Approved by the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the University, the cam- 
paign will be directed to the stu- 
dents, the Alumni and to every 
B.C. resident. "The building should 
be dedicated to British Columbia 
youth who served iri the two World 
Wars and also to satisfy a pressing 
need at the University,'? said Allan 
Ainsworth, president of the Alma 
Mater Society. 

Pledged to raise one hundred 
thousand dollars, the student body 
plans to employ such methods as 
milk bottle dollectlons, co-eds sell- 
ing kisses, and a marathon inter- 
faculty mile of quarters race. 

Robert Oiborne, Director of 
Physical Education, pointed out 
that the present gym permits only 
one-third of the recreational acti- 
vity to be carried out. Plans of the 
new gymnasium call for a swim- 
ming pool, two basketball courts, 
wrestling and boxing rooms, ^vo- 
mcn's gym, archery ranges, rifle 
ranges, and an auditorium capacity 
of iivc thousand. The present facil- 
ities accommodate only six hundred 
students, and the enrolment at tl^e 
University today is over seven 
thousand. 



CONSIDERED FOR YEAR 

Senate Hears and Ap- 
proves Initial Amendment 

The Students' Society of Mc- 
Gill University will meet in the 
Union Ballroom at 5 p.m. Thurs- 
day on call from President Rich- 
ard J. Balfour. The purpose of 
the general meeting is to consid- 
er R series of amendments and 
sub-amendments to the Society's 
constitution. 

For more than a year the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council has felt 
the need of bringing the Society 
constitution up to date. The Coun- 
cil set up a constitutional commit- 
tee last year, which prepared a re- 
port for the Council. Late last Fall, 
the Council held several regular 
meetings and one special meeting 
devoted entirely to the réorganisa-' 
lion of the constitution. 

Initial amendments were thus 
drawn ; up and discussed with the 
University Senate's committee on 
the constitution. That body ten- 
tatively approved the Council- 
sponsored amendments. The amend- 
ments, along with the old constitu- 
tion, were published in The Daily 
two weeks ago when notice for the 
meeting was given publicly. 

Witih the publication of the 
amendments several further amend- 
ments and sub-amendments were 
handed in to the Secretary of the 
StudenUVSocIety. and subsequent- 
ly published in The Dally. These 
clauses, as well as' the Council's 
suggestions will be considered at 
the meeting Thursday. The full 
text of the amendments and other 
clauses to be considered will be 
published again in tomorrow's 
Daily, and the old constitution as 
well as a recapitulation of the new 
suggestions will appear In The 
Daily Thursday morning. 

Student interest has centered 
largely around (he changing of (he 
quorum and number of signatures 
required for a Students* Society 
meeting and the increase of the 
number of Students' Executive 
Council which today consists of 
tweiOe members, to include unre- 
presented faculties. A further 
amendment proposing the increase 
of the Managing Board of The Daily 
from three to six has also been pro- 
posed. '

The 14 cylinder radial motor can 
be seen until Thursday evening, in 
(he Upper - Thermo -,Labora(ory, 
where a company technician is on 
hand from 0 a.m. to 12 noon and 
from 1 to 5 p.m., except this after- 
noon when the laboratory is dosed 
due to classes. 

This aircooled engine Is one of 
the latest designs of aircraft power- 
plants to come out of Britain's war- 
geared air Industry.

"pound per horse power" engines.

Wc have often wondered iiow many students 
wlio graduate from a university know wliat they 
want to do in life, and why they spent a num- 
ber of yqar« going to college. There arc of course 
those who have acquired the knowledge or tlic 
backgound for a profession in tlieir years at 
university, and they can be relied upon to make 
use of the knowledge and ability acquired. But 
then, there are many others who have studied 
such seemingly useless subjects as Literature 
and History, Latin and Greek, etc. What arc 
these students to do?

Then pcrha()8 it would be wiser to close all 
the Arts Faculties, or at least forget about the 
"pure" arts subjects. That' would liardly seem 
appropriate either. Perhaps then, those wiio 
speak glowingly of the Arts students as the 
future leaders of the nation are right, and these 
faculties are nation-leader training ' centres? 
But then, most of the politicians are lawyers, 
and most of the wealthy business men arc self- 
made tycoons . , , where docs the Arts course 
come in there? Well, then, wc reason, in the 
name of hundreds of dollars worth of fees paid 
for a B.A. degree, why are Arts students Arts 
students? 

If wc had access to the inner sanctum of the 
Arts student-mind, wc venture to predict that 
we would find many who are studying Arts be- 
cause they decided that a B.A, was, a) a good 
thing to flash into people's, faèes when seeking 
a job, b) that it is the easiest thing to get, c) 
that the social attractions of a university sim- 
ply had to be sampled, and in order to sample 
them a number of courses "had" to bo taken, 
and the ones requiring the least amount of time 
and providing a maximum of drawing-room 
small-talk , . , were Arts courses. 

With these rather unpleasant facts staring 
us in the face, we wonder whether we are writ- 
ing an arbitrary editorial or whether Arts facul- 
ties should be abolished. 

Perhaps, we think hopefully, perhaps we are 
taking an arbitrary point of view. Perhaps 
among the many Arts smatterers there are those 
who are really and profoundly interested in 
learning. Perhaps there arc still a few people 
left nowadays, who are not obsessed with the 
idea of acquiring an atom of knowledge of this 
and that because this is an atomic age. Perhaps 
even those who glance at tiiis and that, who 
write term-papers in history because they have 
to do so, cannot help but absorb a portion of 
the great thoughts of the past. Perhaps know- 
ingly or unknowingly, they arc acquiring a 
basis of tinderstanding for their lives. 

In our hearts we surely know that the study 
of Arts "is not as useless as we have pretended. 
We know that whatever a man may do, 'hé will 
have a head start if only he has a sound educa- 
tion and A well-trained mind; Only a study of 
the work of those who achieved things far 
greater than the average student ever will, can 
help build a basis which rests on more than 
the dreadful superficiality of today. If the world" 
will continue to consist of well-trained scientists 
andi^^shuddering, blindly following masses of 
dilètaiïtcs, then the Arts faculties will not iinvc 
to be closed, tlicy will close themselves. Rut if

STUDENT SOCIETY MEETING 
To the Editor: 
Letter Forum, ' 
McGIll Dally, 

I would like to point out in con- 
nection with the recently published 
amendments to the Student Coun- 
cil Conitltution, that the main 
amendment involved has not been 
brought to the attention of the 
Student Body. Tihs amendment 
changes the number of tlgnaturet 
necessary to call a special meeting 
of the Student's Society from 
Twenty-Five (25) to Fifteen Hun- 
dred (1,500), and the number need 
ed for a quorum from One Hun 
dred (100) to Five Hundred (500) 
The reason for this amendment, If 
there is any reason, Is Ihe "fad" 
that certain groups which are allcg 
cd to be Irresponsible have taken 
upon themselves to call meetings 
of the Student Society and pats 
measurei in the name' of that body. 
These criticisms might have some 
basis were it not for the fact that 
of the meetlnfii called, one was on 
measure — the deportation of 
Japanese Canadians — on which 
the Council itself has seen fit to 
placeMtt (tamp of approval; at one 
of the other meetings — the one 
supporting the Argentine students 
— there certainly could have been 
no complaint that a few wilful in- 
dividuals were forcing their will 
upon the Student Body, Almost 
Four Hundred (400) students at 
tended. Although this ia- not a ma 
Jorlty of the students of McGill, it 
secma quite obvious that those who 
opposed the measure were equally 
free to attend. 

What then it the alleged cause of 
this great concern among our camp- 
us leaders? It la preaumably caused 
\>y the affair of the rwoliition ad- 
vocating the intemaUonaliutlon of 
itomtc power. At this meeting, sev- 
eral short of the quorum attended. 
But there were several causes: In 
the first place, the meeting was 
given almost no publicity until the 
actual day on which It was held, In 
the second place the evening be- 
fore the meeting, Meisrs. Truman 
and Alice issued their statement 
upon atomic energy and a meeting 
*must have looked superfluous to 
many tludenta. Moreover, it was 
apparently the editorial policy of 
the Daily to play down the meet- 
ing. And there Is recrimination 
from the Students Council, and 
from the Daily, charging that Irre- 
sponsible groups are using the 
Students Society for their own pur- 
poses! Sir, the only, irretpohsible 
group is the Student's Council and 
the McGill Daily. 

This statement leemt shocking at 
first, but consider: After the elect- 
Ion of our Students Council re- 
sponsibility to the student body di- 
sappears, for the members of the 
Council, in general, do not run 
again for office - and moreover, 
their rcactloni rest, unreviewed and 
unquestionable. The case ot the 
Dally is even more disturbing. The 
Editor, by no means an elected of- 
ficial, has the responsibility for the 
editorial policy of the Daily. And 
it has been charged that he has 
used this power, as in the case of 
Ihe atomic bomb meeting, to keep 
the story from the headlines of the 
Daily, until the last possible 
moment. 

I woul like to observe that in the 
publication ot the proposed amend- 
ments to the Constitution, the great 
est care seems to have been taken 
to hide the actual content of the 
amendments, A large number of 
changes were suggested which have 
no appreciable effect upon the body 
of the Constitution, They tended to 
discourage many- a student from 
reading through the dry-as-dust 
material to the vital paragraph at 
the end, in which the regulations 
for special meetings were cited. I 
do not suggest that the Editor or 
anybody on the Daily staff, had 
any wilful purpose in mind when 
this was done. I say nierely'that it 
Is the duty of the Daily to put the 
facts squarely before the atudents, 
and to point out the importance of 
certain amendments. 

It is Imperative that as many 
members of the Student Society as 
poitible turn out for ihe Constitu- 
tional Meeting. And I alto luggest 
that members of the Students Ex- 
ecutive Council should attend and 
be prepared to give their views 
upon the measure. 

Sir, 'this university dois indeed 
have self-government. It does not 
have responsible government. For 
this reason, I call upon all liberal 
minded atudents to support the 
sub-amendments which call for the 
appointment of three representa- 
tives from the various faculties 
upon the mananing bo^rd of the 
Daily. I also request support lor the 
sub-amendment which calls for an 
open meeting three times each year 
at which the inembers of the Stud- 
ent Council may be questioned 
upon any point by the Student 
Body, Above all It is necessary to 
defeat the amendment whereby the 
Studènt Society is prevented from 
calling a mefeling without the 
gathering of à rldieulously large 
number of signatures.

All of us should 
study these amendments, which arc 
in direct opposition to those pro- 
posed by our elected representatives 
and thea attend the meeting on 
Thursday the seventh of February.

QUORUM AND PETITIONS 

To the Editor McGIll Daily: 

Dear Sir,— I wish to call lo the 
attention of the student body, one 
of the amendments recently pro- 
posed to the Student Executive 
Council Constitution. Ils provisions, 
roughly, arc the following: Meet- 
ings of the student body, may be 
called only by the Student Execu- 
tive Council, or by a petition con- 
taining 1,500 names. 

The quorum requirement Is rais- 
ed from 100 to 500, 

Important as this measure ob- 
viously is, It has passed almost un- 
noticed by the Student body, being 
unfortunately Immersed in a sea of 
seemingly superfluous motions. I 
might perhaps even believe, Mr. 
Editor, that 'these other proposi- 
tions were meant to act as a stalk- 
ing horse to help in pushing through 
unnoticed the key motion. I of 
course do not really believe such a 
thing. But I maintain that thii pro- 
pof Ition is of vital Importance. And 
whatever purpote It was meant to 
fulfill, it will in effect abolish all 
independent action on the part of 
the students. 

.A short analysis of the conse- 
quences of the motion will prove 
my point. There are I know, ap- 
proximately 4,000 students in the 
University; but, as the gentlemen 
who were elected to the Students 
Executive Council know, it 'is un- 
fortunately rare to have as many 
as 1,500 voting. Thus the petition 



requirement above is proved very 
difficult to reach. Now, concerning 
the quorum provision, it Is widely 
known that McGill students are 
usually busy studying: how, then. 
It it ever expected to uiamble 
over 500 of them for a five o'clock 
mcectlng. This is about all Moyse 
Hall will ihold. The Students' 
Executive Council with their ex- 
perience of student government, 
will back up my contention. 

Thus it Is esientlal to come to 
Thursday's . meeting, with a 
rational decision. The issue Is this: 
cither the Initiative on the part o( 
the students Is abolished, or the 
motion is either amended or de- 
feated. I myself am persuaded, that 
the Students Executive Council, 
when they realize its import, will 
amend - the motion of their own 
initiative. Personally, I am in favor 
of a requirement of 300 signatures, 
and the quorum being left un- 
changed at 100. This It enough to 
ensure the Student Body against 
minority action, leaving it free to 
act on important matters. 

In finishing, I with to assert that 
my letter is in no way an attack 
on the Students Executive Council, 
but simply expresses my opinion 
on one of the amcndmenUs pre- 
sented. Concerning the other 
motions, I see nothing to criticize. 
I only wish the figures proposed 
for the quorum and petition re- 
fused. And I feel sure they will 
be amended to the general satis- 
faction of Council and Students.
